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ABSTRACT 

This report presents preliminary Oklahoma state 
agency budget summaries for all programs serving children in the 
Departments of Administration, Agriculture, Commerce, Education, 
Energy, Health and Human Services, Human Resources, Safety and 
Security, Tourism and Recreation, and Veterans Affairs. The budget 
figures are organized by cabinet and agency. For each program, the 
following information is listed in tabular form: (1) a 3-year budget 

history; (2) the current budget for fiscal year 1997; and (3) budget 
requests for fiscal year 1998. The total expenditures include state 
appropriations, federal money, and other funds such as grants, 
donations, or fees. In addition, there is a listing of agencies with 
funding sources delineated. Information on programs serving adults is 
included if the programs have a direct effect on the cf. ^ 

children or if program eligibility is bancO. . presence of 

children in the home. For agencies serving .adui cs as well as 
children, expenditures for children are extrapolated from the total 
budget using a formula defined by the agency. (KDFB)

ASSUMPTIONS 

The definition of “children” refers to all 
children and youth between the ages of 
zero and 18, but under some 
circumstances may extend to age 21. 
The age served by each agency varies. 
Information on budget and funding 
sources is presented in this report as 
reported by each agency to the Office of 
State Finance. 

The fiscal year (FY) for Oklahoma is 
July 1 through June 30. The federal 
fiscal year (FFY) is October 1 through 
September 30. 

Adult programs included have either a 
direct effect on the lives of children, or 
program eligibility is based on the 
presence of children in the home. 

Many agencies serve adults as well as 
children. In these cases, expenditures for 
children were extrapolated from the total 
budget using a formula defined by the 
agency. 

Total expenditures for 'each agency are 
represented in all charts. This total 
includes state appropriation, federal 
money, and other funds such as grants, 
donations, and/or fees. 

In some cases, incomplete data was 
submitted by the agency and analysis 
was performed using the available 
information. 

Data summaries are based on the 
assumption that correct information 
was given to OSF. Agencies reporting 
the information will have opportunity 
to review the report for accuracy 
prior to printing of final report.
